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Local U Attend Flood Control 
Mr .'ting at Belton; Comanche 
City Has Water Supply Problem 


Czech Methodist 
Leader To Speak 
At Meeting Here

The De Leon, Dublin. G ustine 
and Com anche delegations atten d ­ 
ing the Leon flood control m eet­ 
ing called by Army Engineers for 
November 19th at Belton, all re­ 
ported a well attended and en ­ 
thusiastic m eeting. 
D elegations were present from 
all tow ns of the Leon watershed 
from Eastland to Belton. The d is­ 
trict courtroom at 
Belton could 
not seat 
all delegates, and the 
colonel of Engineers in charge of 
the m eeting expressed surprise at 
the interest m anifested. 
All towns presented briefs and 
m ade oral argum ents where they 
desired, C. M. Caraway was chair­ 
man of our four delegations and 
subm itted our claim s with brief 
om m ent.

hat we have a fair chance to se- 
ure a survey of the dam site 
outhw est from 
Proctor on 
the 
^eon. 
The De Leon, Dublin and Co­ 
m anche briefs stressed water sup­ 
ply and flood control and G ustine 
stressed flood control. 
T he following is a page from 
the Com anche brief: 
Com anche's W ater Supply 
In 1915 the City of C om anche’s 
tfater supply consisted of seven 
wells from 50 to 70 feet deep. Six 
of the wells were drilled, and one 
was twelve feet in diam eter and 
70 feet deep; from 1915 to 1926 
the number of wells was increas­ 
ed to thirteen. The drilled wells 
on eight to ten hour 
pumping 
yielded an average of 30 gallons 
per 
m inute. 
T he 
12’ 
diam eter 
well yielded approxim ately 70 gal­ 
lons per m inute. W ater under the 
town below the 70 foot level is 
salt or sulphur. 
In 1925 the city began having 
surveys made of the w atersheds 
w ithin six to seven m iles of the 
town. The only site found that 
was w ithin the financial reach of 
the 
town, 
was 
three 
and 
half 
m iles south on 
M ercer’s Creek. 
The drainage area at this site 
was fourteen square miles. Major 
J. B. Hawley advised us that this 
should 
furnish a reservoir with 
capacity of 1000 acres feet, and 
that, should be sufficient for a 
town 
of 
5000 
on 
basis of our 
consum ption at that date. 
Tiie City com pleted a reservoir 
at this site in the sum m er of 
1926 
It was just ten years from 
the com pletion of this reservoir 
until water entered its spillway. 
At one tim e during this ten year 
period we only had a few weeks 
water supply, and the lake has 
been low several tim es since. 
In 1926 our population was less 
than 3000. now it is over 4000. 
In 
1926 
we 
had 
approxim ately 
500 water connection, the num ­ 
ber is now 957 
In 1926 we had 
between three and four hundred 
sewer connections; we now have 
between five and six hundred. It 
would 
be 
imuossibic 
to 
supply 
these connections 
from 
the 
13 
wells pumped in 1926. Adequate 
water supply is absolutely essen­ 
tial to sanitation, and sanitation 
is necessary to health. 
I have studied C om anche’s w at­ 
er problems for thirty years, and 
from 
all 
angles. 
The 
foregoing 
shows our consum ption increased 
approxim ately 
100 percent from 
1915 to 1926 and approxim ately 
100 percent from 
1926 to 1945. 
Based on our present consum p­ 
tion. just from the domestic angle 
I consider our present water sup­ 
ply critically inadequate. And it 
would be a waste of tim e for the 
town to try to locate industries. 
T he only possible remedy for 
us is a reservoir on Leon or some 
of its tributaries at some 
eight to nine m iles north or north­ 
east from Com anche. The cost of 
a 
dam 
that 
would control 
the 
flow' of these stream s would bej 
out of reach of a sm all town.j 
A flood control dam so located 
wuld 
solve 
our 
water 
problem, 
also that of Dublin and De Leon, 
and would give these three towns 
the green list— where lack of a s­ 
sured 
perm anent 
water 
supply 
has the three stym ied.

Althougii born in old Bohem ia. 
Dr. 
Bartak 
has 
long 
been 
an 
American citizen and a m issionary 
of the M ethodist Church to his 
native land. As an enem v ali^n. 
he was arrested by the Germ an 
G estapo when war with the U nit­ 
ed States was declared. First In 
was thrown into prison m Prague 
and kept without com m unication 
with his friends for several days. 
Later, 
as 
an 
internee, 
he 
was 
transferred to Germ any and kept 
a prisoner in a feudal castle and 
its 
grounds, 
nea 
rthe 
Austrian 
border, until he was exchanged 
under 
the articles of 
war. 
His 
prison-cam p was in Laufen, G er­ 
many. 
In 
this prison 
he 
found 
Dr. 
G. P. 
W arfield. M ethodist 
m is­ 
sionary in W arsaw, Poland, and 
many other Americans and Euro­ 
peans. Treatm ent in this intern­ 
m ent center, Dr. Bartak says, was 
on the whole kindly if one obeyed 
the 
rules 
and regulations. 
The 
food, however .was scant and not 
nourishing, and m ost of the pris­ 
oners lost weight. Dr. W arfield 
was not exchanged, probably be­ 
cause his fam ily is in Europe. Dr. 
B artak’s wife and fam ily are in 
Texas. 
During the m onths in intern­ 
ment acmp. Dr. Bartak served as 
chaplain to the prisoners, con­ 
ducting daily services and helping 
in m any ways to keep up their 
m orale. "In this I have found my 
calling.” he once wrote to friends. 
Before he left the internees pre­ 
sented 
him 
a 
“diplom a” 
hand 
drawn by 'an artist-prisoner and 
signed by m ost of the prisoners- - 
Americans. Britishers, men from 
elsewhere around the world. Dr. 
Bartak says he is more proud of 
this ‘ diplom a” of goodwill than 
of any other he has ever been 
awarded.
